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THE OPEN SHOP IN OUR CITY 


r \ MAN oi4 woman, not a member uf a labor union, 
•"• is likely to say, "Well, what about it? What do 
I care about the unions? It won't make any difference 
to me if the unions are smashed." 


But it will make a difference to you. It will make 


a difference to all of us. If the open shop triumphs 
generally, followed as eventually it must be by reduc- 
tions in wages and increases in working hours, the 
prosperity of the entire community Avill be affected. 


The merchant will suffer because low wages 


can't buy as often or as much as high wages. 


The money shortage will operate all along the 


line until it hits the professional man, none harder 
than the doctor, the dentist, the lawyer. 


The unorganized worker, whether in shop or 


office, suffers because it is impossible to injure one part 
of the economic body without affecting the body as a 
whole. 


We are of two groups, we Americans—those who 


can live without working and those who can't. All of 
the latter group will be affected by the success or fail- 
ure of the open shop movement and a good many of 
the former group, whether they realize it now or not. 


Hence the open shop movement becomes some- 


thing more than a dispute between corporations and 
unions. 
It is a matter of vast public concern, merit- 


ing the sober, analytical attention of every believer in 
fair play and the maintenance of American standards. 


T 


HE open shop most always means the closed shop 


—closed to all men who believe that in union 


there is strength and that only by organizing, as then- 
employers are organized, can they obtain and main- 
tain recognition of their rights. 


There are employers who say they want the open 


shop merely because they dislike to deal with the 
unions. They say they are for high wages and good 
working conditions. Doubtless many of these men are 
sincere, and indeed there are today in Ohio factoriep 
in which union and nonunion men work side by side 
at a wage rate and under conditions compatible with 
the union standards. But the employer hasn't always 
the full say. He is subject to circumstances and the 
conditions of competition. 
Standing together, work- 


ers can resist unfairness. 
Fighting single-handedly, 


which is the only kind of fighting they can do under 
the open shop, they can accomplish nothing. For in- 
stance, under the open shop there is nothing to prevent 
an employer from taking advantage of the present 
widespread unemployment, driving bargains with hun- 
gry men—individually, not collectively, playing off one 
man against another, whipping them one at a time. 
Let but one employer in an industry adopt this policy 
and all other employers in that industry would be com- 
pelled to follow suit. They would have to or competi- 
tion would put them out of business. 


It is an undeniable fact that under the open shop 


an employer CAN reduce wages and upset working 
conditions and however fair-minded and humane, he 
WILL do this rather than be put out of business by 
competition. 


Little of the effect of the open shop can be seen 


at this stage of the war in Ohio. It will be years be- 
fore the full crop of the open shop sowing will be ripe, 
but the harvest is certain and the fruit will be bitter. 


Collective bargaining goes by the board under the 


open shop. 
Without collective bargaining down go 


wages and up go hours; back to the dark ages of in- 
dustrialism for the worker. 
The bosses being organ- 


ized and the workers being unorganized, disorganized 
really, the bosses fix the workers' pay as they will and 
tell them how many hours they must put in for it. It 
is a "take it or leave it" attitude, with all the advant- 
age on the side of the boss. 


In the old days, before men organized, the condi- 


tion of the workers was little better than that of serfs. 
The 12-hour and 14-hour workday was common and 
the wage paid was only enough to keep body and soul 
together. 
Only by organization has labor brought 


about its present standards. 


A 


ND for those outside the unions, bear in mind that 


there is no genuine prosperity save that born of 


production, toil. When the producers, the workers, 
have no money there is no money for most of the rest 
of us. Business is bad. The foundation stone of all 
matei-ial wellbeing is the toiler. Weaken him by un- 
derpay and overwork and vou weaken the whole social 
structure. And the open shop in its final application 
means exactly that—underpay and overwork, labor 
prone and helpless under the heel of the boss. 


The open shop works its greatest benefit to those 


corporations which fatten on the misery of the mass. 


"PATRONIZE the Barber Shop-; who display the

Grave Warning to Britain 


In order to get a full perspective 


on the situation, it is -well to recall 
the warning given to the British 
Government late in 1919 by the Vice- 
roy and Council of India. Their mes- 
sage, which was read in the House 
of Lords (and first printed in this 
country in one of my articles in 1920) 
contained these grave words: 


"Forces which 
formerly had 


been largely subterranean and in- 
visible are now covering the 
country with a flood which it is 
impossible for us to stem, even 
if we wished to do so; and which 
all our instincts 
of 
statesman- 


ship require us to divert into the 
channels of healthy political life.. 
... What lies behind and below the 
whole of the political difficulties 
la India is a spirit of National- 
Ism, a spirit bred in the soil, nur- 
tured by our methods and examp- 
les, and spreading rapidly thru 
all ranks and classes of Indian, 
society. 


"It permeates the professional 


classes, with whom it originated. 
It is also going deep into the 
trade and moneyed classes and 
it is spreading to the land classes. 
It is an open secret that most of 
the progressive and enlightened 
princes are deeply in sympathy 
with all that is best of the Na- 
tionalist movement. 
As educa- 


tion continues to spread and the 
standard 
of 
comfort 
properly 


rises, the rural masses will be 
shaken out of their lethargy; 
and it requires little of the gift 
of prophecy to foretell that they 
also will find themselves in the 
Nationalist movement."

"Yes sir, up thar In the Yellowstone 


I seed pectrifled trees sv-growln' with 
peetrlfied birds on 'em a-slngln' peet- 
rifled songs," once declared old Jlru 
Brldger, scout, trapper and fur trad- 
er. 
He was one of the llrst white 


men to visit the natural wonders of 
what IB now Yellowstone , .National 
park. 


After his return be gave an account 


of what he had seen to an 
eastern 


magazine writer. Two of the writer's 
articles were published. Then the edi- 
tor refused' to print any more, saying 
that bis readers would not believe 
such Baron Munchausen 
tales. 
Ev- 


erything the old trapper hnd told the 
magazine writer was true, and when 
Brldger found that his stories were no 
longer believed, be began telling oth- 
er yarns which did not always stick 
so closely to the truth. 


One day In the Yellowstone, he said 


ho came upon an elk grazing within 
easy g-un range. He fired, but the elk 
neither dropped uor seemed alarmed 
by tho shot. The scout reloaded and 
fired 
again—with 
the 
same result. 


Then he became angry. Picking up a 
rock, he threw It at the nnimal. The 
rock struck some Invisible barrier and 
dropped to the ground. When Bridg- 
er reached the place where It lay he 
found that he had been shooting at 
the elk through a mountain of pefectly 
transparent crystal! 


Brldger was the first white mnn to 


see the Ureat Salt Lake la Utah. This 
was In 3824, and he told some won- 
derful stories about the lake. One o* 
them was about the great suowfull in 
the winter of IS.'JO, which covered tho 
whole Suit Lake valley to a depth of 
70 feet. All of the buffalo perished. 


"When spring came, nil I hnd to do 


was to tumble ,'em Into the lake tin" 
I lind enough pickled buffalo for my- 
self nn' the whole Ute 
nntiou 
for 


years," Brldger declared. 


Brldger was known as "Old Gabe," 


or "The Old Mnn of the Mountains" 
by his fellow trappers, and the Crow 
Indians 
called 
him 
"Casapy—the 


Blanket Chief."

est." he once told Gen. Henry Cnrrlng- 
ton, and the general found It good ad- 
vice. 
When the engineers for

Union Pacific railroad were uncertain 
nhout the easiest route through tho 
Rocky mountains, they sent for Old 
Jim. 
He took n piece of old brown 


paper ami with n piece of charcoal 
marked file route which they were to 
follow. Later they found that he had 
not made n single mistake in mapping 
the route. Brldger died in 1SSI, and 
Is buried In Kansas City.
